Gomez Palacio)—Torreon, strewn with 
the dead and wounded of a six day- 
battle, was occupied toy the rebels last 
night on the heels of the fleeing 
federals. 


In all the fighting no foreigner was 


killed or injured. The taking of Tor- 
reon marks the climax of the first 
campaign of tne revolution to oust 
Victoriano Huerta from Mexico City. 
It gives the constitutionalists virtual 
control over the wnole northern tier 
of Mexican states. 


The flghting_began last Friday and 


was almost continuous. At first Vil- 
ia attempted assaults on the strong 
federal positions 
in 
daylight, 
bii 


these proved costly so the days were 
spent in cannonading and the nights 
in assaults. 


Positions were taken and lost time 


and again. 
Several 
night 
attacks 


sent the 
federals 
scurrying from 


strong positions, but at daybreak the 
captors would 
be 
compelled 
to 


abandon them by the strength 
and 


accuracy of the enemy s artillery fire, 
much of which is said to have been 
directed by French and German gun- 
ners. 


Losses have not been compiled, but 


General 
Villa estimates his own 


losses at 500 Killed and 1,500 wounded 
and the federal loss at 1,000 killed and 
2,500 wounded, with an unknown num- 
ber of prisoners. 


Villa believes that the 
federals 


whom his cavalry ia pursuing to the 
south forms but a remnant of 
the 


federal force, whose loss he says, 
probably is close to being total. All 
the subordinate generals have not yet 
reported, however, and until they do 
just how many were captured cannot 
be accurately stated.

The Real Truth About 


The Canal Tolls Issue

The section of the Hay-Paiuu-efote treaty between 


.the United States and Great Britain that defines the 
provision for the Panama Canal tolls is as follows: 


"The canal shall be open to the vessels of com- 


merce and war of all nations observing these rules, 011 
' terms of entire equality, so that there shall be no dis- 
crimination against any such nation or its citizens or 
siibjects, in respect of the conditions or charges of traf- 
fic. " 


Notwithstanding these plain provisions 
of 
the 


treaty between the two countries, a law was passed by 
congress in 3911 that discriminated against other na- 
tions by exempting American vessels, engaged in the 
coast-wise trade, from the payment of tolls. This act of 
congress has been regarded by other rmtions as a viola- 
tion of the treaty. In consequence of tJie disagreement 
that thus arose, Great Britain proposed to refer the mat- 
ter to The Hague, but this country refused to consent to 
such a method of settling the controversy. This condition 
actuated President Wilson fo appeal to congress asking 
for the repeal of the act exempting the canal tolls in 
dispute. 


The following is President AVilson's clear state- 


ment to congress on the subject: 


"I have come to state to you a fact and a situation. 


Whatever may be our own differences of opinion, con- 
cerning this much debated measure, its meaning is not 
debated outside the United States. 
Everywhere else 


the language of the treaty is give:i but one interpreta- 
tion, and that interpretation precludes the exemption I 
am asking you to repeal. We consented to the treaty; its 
language we accepted, if we did not originate it; and 
we are too big, too powerful, too self-respecting a na- 
tion to interpret with too strained or refrained a read- 
ing of words of our own promises just because we have 
power enough to give us leave to read them as we 
please.'* 


The question at issue i« so clearly stated in the 


foregoing quotations from the treaty and the Presi- 
dent's appeal, that the intelligent) reader cannot fail to 
form a correct opinion of the subject. 


Congress acquitted itself with great credit by re- 


specting the appeal of President Wilson when it voted 
on Tuesday to correct its former mistake and pass the 
bill repealing the Canal Tolls exemption law by the de- 
cisive vote of 247 yeas to 162 nays. Every Ohio Demo- 
cratic Congressman, except Whitaker, who was absent, 
voted to sustain the President. 


The American people have good reason for the ap-

DEATH CLAIMS 
HON. F. V. OWEN 


AT ML VERNON 


Hon. 
Frank V. Owen, Mt. Vernon 


lawyer, well known in Newark, died 
Friday morning at 7-30 o'clock, fol- 
lowing a two weeks' illness of pneu- 
monia. He has been lingering be- 
tween life and 
death 
for nearly a i 


week. Friday morning about 3 o'clock 
he lapsed into unconsciousness and 
his death followed a few hours later. 


•Mr. 
Owen suffered from a severe 


cold a few weeks ago and despite his 
physician's advice to the contrary, he j 
attended a 
meeting of the Knox 


County Bar association which met to 
take action on the death of Judge J. 
B. WaiKht and 
Judge Charles E. 


Critchfield. He suffered 
a relapse 


which developed into double pneumo- 
nia' with • serious complications. 
He 


realized the seriousness of his state of 
health several days ago and was pre- 
pared for the end. 


Mr. Owen was one of the most fam- 


ous criminal 
lawyers in 
Central 


Ohio. He was frequently called upon 
to aid the prosecution or defense in 
cases outside of his home county. He 
participated in the trial of a number 
of cases of this character in 
which 


Licking county people were interest- 
ed. He had a number of cases before 
tho Circuit court of Appeals in ses- 
sion here and because of his illness 
tho cas^s were iwstponed. 


Afr. Owen was born in Middl«»bury 


township. Knox county, in 1^57. being 
past 57 years old at the time of his 
death. He besan the practice of law ; 


at the age of 27 years. Previous to 
that time he had served as mayor of 
the village of Fredericktown. 


He was elected to the legislature ui 


18 S7 and during his term in the as- 
sembly he introduced and secured the 
passage of the Owen Sunday closing 
bill, providing for the closing of the 
saloons in the state on Sunday. This 
statute is still in force. 


He was at one time a candidate for 


congress from the Fourteenth dis- 
trict, opposing Congressman William 
Sharpe of Elyria for re-election: 


Mr. Owen is survived by his widow 


and four children, two sons and two 
daughters" His death caused a gen- 
eral feeling of regret among a large 
circle of friends in Mt. Vernon and 
Central Ohio. 


While no announcement has- been 


made of the funeral arrangements it 
is probable that services will be held 
Monday. Definite announcement will 
be made later.

All this time the calendar of the sen- 


ate contained page after page of bills 
which had been reported but which 
did not receive consideration. First 
one bill and then another became the 
unfinished business, and then was set 
aside while different senators jc-stled 
and pushed and clamored for consid- 
eration of measures in which they 
were interested, and all this time we 
heard talk about having an early ad- 
journment. 


Just what the game of the senators is 


nobody can tell. When legislation be- 
comes more imperative they will prob- 
ably hold early morning and late night 
sessions in order to make up for the 
time they are now losing. 


Western Scrappers. 


Jt would scarcely comport with sena- 


torial dignity to refer to members of 
that body as "scrappers," 
And yet 


that word occurs to those of us who 
have observed a number of men trying 
to get their legislation considered. 
Prominent among those I might men- 
tion are Sun froth of Colorado and My- 
ers of Montana, who have given the 
senate to understand that unless they 
can get their bills considered there will 
be trouble in future legislation.

thousand that filled the galleries on the 
day the administration won its' first 
bout on the Panama canal tolls was 
more interested in the proceedings 
than Mrs. Champ Clark.

Sorue years 
the times coincide, but they are often 
a week apart The explanation is that 
the Jewish calendar, which dates from 
the creation of the world, is resulated 
by the rabbis. Their system is based 
on the lunar month, which is often | 
nearly two days shorter than the | 
month of the Christian calendar. Cor-1 
factions are made, but instead of a 
day such as is added in leap year a 
month is added, so that some Jewish 
years consist of thirteen months. As 
Easter always falls on the first Sun- 
day following the full moon next after 
March 21, this additional month in 
certain years causes a variation be- 
tween the passover and the Christian 
festival.

Terre Haute, Ind., April 3.—Testi- 


mony tending to support the evidence 
of previous witnesses that large num- 
bers of false names had been reg- 
iatered at th« registration here last 
October was introduced here by 
the 


state in the trial of Mayor Donn M. 
Roberts, charged with conspiracy to 
corrupt elections. Witnesses already 
had testified that at the direction of 
Mayor Roberts they had hauled many 
parties of repeaters to the different 
registration booths and 
the state 


called on registration 
officials 
to 


prove that the false registrations had 
actually been entered upon the books. 


Donn Glick, a registration clerk, 


who had lived for 18 years in Pre- 
cinct B of the First ward, testified 
that on the registration days two 
strangers had registered as living at 
his home. He did not notice the false 
entries at the time, be said, but on 
election day, when -one of the men 
attempted to vote, he caused his ar- 
rest. 


Other registration officials told of 


finding 108 falsely registered names 
in the books of the First ward. Two 
illegal registrations were from a mon- 
ument company's plant, five from a 
veterinary college and 16 from a va- 
cant lot, while from a cheap hotel 16 
names of persons, not known to the 
proprietor or employees, were reg- 
istered. 


When the court adjourned for the 


day the state had not finished its in- 
troduction of evidence of the use of 
fictitious names.

Tor the last tew weeks, officials 


have pointed to the battle of Torreon 
as likely to furnish ac index of the 
future, but the result as well as its 
effects on the military or diplomatic- 
situation as respects the strength of 
the two factions is still a matter of 
some uncertainty bere. 


While the president has said Mr. 


Lind would rettinr to Vera Cruz af- 
ter he had obta.ned a rest and vaca- 
tion in the Un:ted States, many ob- 
servers think he never

back as there nas been disposition 
for many weeks on the part of the 
Washington so\ eminent to refrain 
from diplomatic activity while mili- 
tary forces of the federals and con- 
stitutionalists t-truggled for suprem- 
acy.
